Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Russell presented different combinations of sterescopic 
configurations (see attachment drawings) regarding the teachings of Upton and Dean et al, and argued that all 
possible combinations do not read on the features presented in claim 8. Dr. Read stated that the particular fourth and 
sixth polarizing filters in the context of the stereoscopic system of claim 8 minimizes crosstalk by increasing the 
extinction ratio. Though the amount of light is reduced the overall image is better viewed. Dr. Read said that adding 
polarizers to the system compared to the prior art is conterintuitive as they introduced more loss and sacrifice a critical 
parameter which is brightness. The Examiner will revisit the applied references in view of the remarks, arguments, and 
drawings provided by Mr. Russell when a formal response is filed .
